IROOSEVELT’S ALERTNESS - 
AGAINST ASSASSINATILN. 


~ While Occupant of White House, Former President } 
Seldom, if Ever, Went About Without Revolver, as Is 
Shown by Incidents Relatcd by Correspondents and 
Observers at the Capital City and on Pacific Coast. 


N BUREAU OF 
W MBS, Oct. 14.>-{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Col. Roosevelt, 
while he was President, was always 
on the alert for a possible assault by 
a would-be assasin. The lesson of 
President McKinleys death was re- 
garded by Col Roosevelt as having 
a peculiar and particular application 
te himself, and he himself 
accordingly. 
Shorty after he gucceeded Mr. ‘Mc- 
Kinley, Col. Roosevelt sent for some 
Washington newspaper correspondents 
to discuss with them the matter of 
cevering important news affecting the 
White House. In the course of their 
conversation reference was made to 
Mr. McKinley's assassination, and Col. 
Roosevelt made this remark concern- 
ing the assassin Czolgosz: 
“I'll bet he would not have shot me 
twice.” The inference from this re- 
mark, taken in connection with other 
remarks made by Col. Roosevelt, was 
that he would have returned an as- 
sailant’s fire. It was plain from what 
he said then that he went armed con- 
stantly, and presumably had made it 
a practice previously to carry @ re- 
volver. 
That Col. Roosevelt during his seven 
and a half years as President, never 
went on the streets without a revolver 
in his pocket, was shown by incidents 
hiuown by several of those who saw 
him frequently. On the blustery win- 
ter day that Elihu Root quit the Cabi- 
net of President Roosevelt to return 
te the practice of law in New York, 
Col. Roosevelt walked over from the 
White House to the Root residence to 
say good-by to his Secretary of State. 
In spite of the cold wind, Col. 
Roosevelt wore no overcoat. As he 
sprinted across from the White House 
to the Root residence, a hundred yards 
away, the tails of his frock coat flut- 
tered in the breeze, exposing to the 
view of the cavairymen essembled to 
escort Mr. Root to the rafiroad station 
the butt of a good-sized revolver. But 
if the then President knew that the 
weapon was showing he gave no sign

that he was bothered about it. In 
those days Col. Roosevelt was getting 
portly, and the strain on the waist line 


of his frock coats had a tendency to 
make his coat @ills spread apart. 
An occasion that brought to the 
notice of the public that Pr t 
Roosevelt carried a revolver, was his 
visit to the Pacific Coast. Through 
jan error, President Roosevelt and 
Samuel R,: Van Sant, Governor of 
Minnesota, exchanged overcoats. It 
came out the next day, after Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's departure, that when 
Gov. Van Sant put his hands into the 
deep pockets of the overcoat, he was 
wearing, and supposed was his own, 
he found in one of them a new, large 
caliber weapon. An inspection of 
the tallor’s label In the coat proved 
to the startled Governor that both 
the coat and the revolver belonged 
to the President of the United States. 
Many people who attended the 
ceremonies of the laying of the cor- 
nerstone of the Masonic Temple in 
Washington in President Roosevelt's 
administration had the proof of their 
own eyes that the stories that the 
President always went armed were 
true. While delivering the oration. 
that occasion, Roosevelt pushed 
back the skirt of his coat, presumably 
to reach for a handkerchief, and thos» 
who were behind him saw the in- 
evitable revolver in the right hand 
phip pocket of his trousers. 
These incidents, taken in connec- 
tion with Col. Roosevelt's frank 
etatements to his intimates that he 
believed in being prepared for emer- 
gencies showed that he fully realized 
the danger to which a public man of 
his prominence was exposed, particu- 
larly at times of popular excitement 
when cranks and anarchists were 
likely to seek notoriety by attempt- 
ine as: :ssination. No President was 
ever guarded more closely by secret 
service men than Col. Roosevelt. He 
regarded the constant companionship 
of these guards as a necessity. 
When the Congress enacted the 
railway rate legisiation of 18906 a 
provision was inserted in tige new law 
rrohibiting any public officer, and 
this includet the President, from 
traveling free on interstate railway 
trains. In order that the President 
might not feel the burden ef this pro- 
vision the Congress subseqnentiyv 
passed a bill appropriating $25,000 
ennually for his traveling expenses. 
When that legislation was sugcested 
some opposition to it was manifested, 
and President Roosevelt showed 
some fear that the amount to be ap- 
rropriated micht not be sufficient. In

ports show there was no greater dam- 
age done to property ashore by the 
furious cannonading. 

The first real big noise of the day 
came after all the ships of the fleet 
had twice acknowledged the sight of 
the flag of Secretary of the Navy 
Meyer by firing nineteen guns, first 
as he went up stream and then again 
as he came down. 

PRESIDENTIAL SALUTE. | 

Then the President's .yacht, tne 
‘Mayflower, with Mr. Taft and his 
guests aboard, steamed up from 
Tonypkinseville anchorage and took 
position off Thirty-fifth street. As the 
President's flag fluttered out from 
her foremast, quartermaster after 
quartermaster flashed a signal up to 
the long gray smoky line. Such a 
pounding, ear-splitting, thunderous 
tumult has never been heard on the 
Hudson. Every ship in the fleet began 
firing the twenty-one-gun Presidential] 
salute. Lines of many colored bunt- 
ing snapped into the breeze, making 
the dull-hued floating fortresses as 
bright as Coney Island in mid sea- 
son. The biggest fleet wver gathered 
in any harbor was saying “Good 
morning’ to the commander-in-chief 
of the army and navy of the United 
States. Between the salutes one could 
for a moment catch the strains of 
trumpets sounding the President's 
call. 

After an hour's wait, during which 
the President entertained Secretary 
Meyer and a distinguished cempany 
on the Mayflower at lunch, the Pres- 
ident’s flag came down. It went up 
again just before 2 o'clock, ) 

AT IT AGAIN. 

“Bang, bing, boom,”’ and they were 
all at it again, from Spuyten Duyvil 
to lower Hell's Kitchen. The Presi- 
‘dent visited the Arkansas. As he went 
‘down the gangway after looking over 
this latest and biggest, and fittiest 
of American battleships, the guns of 
the Arkansas barked a salute for his 
‘presence. Returning to the Mayflower 
‘the President started up through the 
}fieet. Each ship in turn met him 
with a blast of six-pound rapid-firing. 

The blare of trumpets mingled with 
the boomin The little white yacht 
bobbed majestically through the 
jarring turmoil and seemed almost as 


dent. 

The President was not back at 
Thirty-fourth street and the last echo 
of the saluting had not died away 
until 4 o'clock. 

DAY OF TENSION. 

It was a day of tension about every 
ship in the seven and a half mile 
phalanx of steel. From the hoisting 
of the flags at sunrise each man that 
wears the service blue—commander 
and cabin boy alike—was on a hair- 
trigger of trained preparedness, The 
Whole fleet, greatest that has ever 
been assembled in the waters of the 
new world, throbbed and pulsed with 
the impulse of action awaiting only 
the signal. That was not long de- 
layed. Before the sun was over the 
eastern rim of ‘the Riverside cliffs. 
a little string of signal flags Jumped 
to the Connecticut's signal yard. That 
was “Rear-Admiral Osterhaus’s order 
fleet captains “Prepare to dress 
ship.” 

When the President came down 
the long line of hobbled sea terrors 
buds of riotots color began to bur- 
geon. 

irom rail to truck, from truck to 
truck and down to rail again the ten- 
drils of the signal flags crept, un- 
folded, glared. Even the snub-nosed 
Brutus and Ajax—humble toilers of 
the fleet—sported their bunting. The 
low-lying torpedo. boats strung slen- 
Ger lines of particolored flags from 
their spindling masts. The piled up- 
towers and battlements of the thirty 
ships of the line seemed to be at- 
tempting to disguise their menacing 
aspect, like some old roysterer of 
many dark fights, primping -and 
pluming himself in fine raiment. 

FEARED A COLLISION. 

There was some « xcitement on the 
Nashville among her company of 250 
land-lubberly newspaper reporters, 
photographers and artists, when the 
Strong tide sent her swerving over 
toward the mine-laying ship, San 
Francisco. Somebody yelled that the 
San Francisco was full of nitro-cel- 
lulose, a high explosive used in mines, 
and that a collision would sprinkle 
the skies with all the people on both 
ships.

The 
mobilization will end at noon tomor- 
row when the President on the 
bridge of the Mayflower down the 
bay will watch the great fighting as- 
sembly sail out to sea to disperse, 
barking a last salute to him as it 
goes.

EIGHTY-NINE MINERS CAUGHT. 

Rescuers Driven From Mouth of. 

Tasmania Coal Mine by Flames and 

Clouds of Smoke. 

[BY CABLE AND A.'P. TO THE TIMBS.) 
HOBART (Tasmania) Oct. 14.— 
Using every effort possible, hundreds 
of rescuers are battling against flames, 
and smoke to save eighty-nine en- 
tombed miners at the North Mount 
Lyell mine. 

The fire started through a motor 
pump on one of the machines blowing 
out Saturday morning. In a few min- 
utes dense black clouds of smoke be- 
gan to pour from the mouth of the 
main tunnel shaft, and horror-stricken 
surface workers dropped their tools 
to assist :in the rescue of the 150-odd 
men known to be working at the 
depths of the mine. Weak, tottering 
and exhausted, seventy-six men whu 
were working at the 700-foot level 
succeeded in reaching through the 
smoke that time and again threatened 
to suffocate them. One died on 
reaching the surface. 

With eighty-nine miners stil! down in 
the pit, valiant efforts are being made 
to pump 700 feet down the shaft. The 
heat near the main shaft is terrific. 
Bands of rescuers have been forced 


to return to the surface because of the | 


heat and smoke. However, several 
men sticceeded in reaching the 500- 
foot level, where one man was found 
dead. They are unable to carry the 
body out.

Justice Refuses to Allow Court to 

Be Used for Collection of Debt. 

“This case is dismissed,” said Jus- 
tice Brown, sitting for Justice Sum- 
merfield yesterday, with a suddenness 
that nearly brought listeners in the 
court to their feet. It brought tears 
to the eyes of Mrs. e Empt- 
ing, who was charged with having 
obtained $500 under false pretenses 
from Wliliam Chagalakes, a Greek 
cafidy dealer. 

Justice Brown clinched a tedious 
cross-examination of Chagalakes with 
one concise question. 

“It is true,” he asked, “that you 
say you will cease to prosecute this 
woman if $300 of the amount she got 
from you is restored?” 

“Yes,” replied the Greek. \ 

“I invariably diemiss such a case 
whenever I find that complaining wit- 
hesses seem to be using the courts as 
collection agencies,” said the justice 
later. “Chagalakes produced ietters 
from Mrs. Empting in which is proved 
that he lent her money before she 
represented she had a check for $10,- 
000 from her father’s estate.

Deported to Mexico, They Seck a 
Chance to Cross Border Line. Wa- 
ter Problems Are Solved. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THS TIMES.) 

CALEXICO, Oct. 14.—Officer Larry 
Brannan with eight guards was in 
charge of a party of 100 Chinese 
who were bonded through from An- 
gels Island to Mexicali, which arrived 
yesterday morning. The Chinese were 
safely conducted to Mexican terri- 
tory and there turned loose, all but 
two having passed the Mexican gov- 
ernment physician's examination. 

This is the second contingent to 
arrive recentiy and there are now 
several hundred Chinese in Mexicali 
who will make every effort to avoid 
the watchful eye cf Inspector Webb 
at Calexico and enter the United 
States.

LO! FIRST REAL WATER 
FLOWS THRO’ AQUEDUCT. 


. ATER has begun to flow 
through the main bore of the 
Los Angeles aqueduct at the San 
Fernando dam. 


As yet it is not a large volume 
but it is real water and wet. It marks 
the final steps in the completion of 
the lower outlet of the dam at a 
point where the Owens River water 
will rush down into the fertile valleys 
about Los Angeles and give life to 
every growing thing within its reach. 

The first water was promptly photo- 
graphed as it was coming through 
the outlet. It marks only a tenuous 
course as yet, but when the real vol- 
ume of water starts through the big 
bore it will rush through at the rate 
of 30,000 miner's inches every twen- 
ty-four hours, carrying with it mil- 
lions of dollars of prosperity that will 
find its way into the pockets of fruit 


growers, alfalfa farmers and ranch- 
men. 
The outlet of the lower San Fer- 
mando dam is ten feet in diameter. 
While a distributing system of any 
certain type has not been decided up- 
on as yet, it is planned that this out- 
let shall be tapped by four and pos- 
sibly more pipe lines that will carry 
the water to whatever point is de- 
sired. These pipe lines will be large 
enough to carry a stream of water 
sufficient to supply whatever area they 
penetrate. 

That there will be enough water to 
supply Los Angeles with all she can 
absorb for drinking and other pur- 
poses and that there will be thous- 
ands of inches left over for the use 
of the man who wants to irrignte his

United States Army Board Will Recommend Immedi- 
ate Appropriation of Large Initial Sum to Begin the. 
‘Work,. Says Brig.-Gen. W eaver, Assistant Chief 
Staff, Here to Inspect Point Firmin Site.

in 1916 if the recommendation to be 
made to Congress by the United States 
army is adopted, according to Brig.- 
Gen. E. M. Weaver, assistant Chief 
of Staff of the army, who yesterday | 
inspected the fortification site which 
the government has purchased at the 
harbor. The recommendation to be 
sent to Congress early in December 
will ask for an immediate appropria- 
tion of $653,000 to provide for the 
purchase, emplacements and erection 
of the two big guns... 

After he had inspected the 101-acre 
site foot by foot in company with his 
aide, Capt. Walker K. Clark: Lieut.- 
Col. McKinstry, Corps of Engineers, 
U.S.A., and Congressman Stephens, 
Gen. Weaver was most enthusiastic in 
his praise of it and of the great har- 
bor which the fortification will com- 
mand. 

“I am very glad that I recommend- 
ed the erection of a fortification here,” 
said Gen. Weaver, “for I think you 
have a wonderful harbor, one of the 
best I have ever seen, and I think 
the site is an ideal one. Los Angeles 
is a great city and will be greater— 
one of the big cities of the United 
States—and it is proper that it should 
be adequately protected. Having in- 
spected the site, I will now be in a 
better position to pass upon future 
recommendations for appropriations 
to enlarge the fortifications.” 

THREE BATTERIES. 
Gen. Weaver said that the $653,000 
appropriation will be sufficient to start 
the work, and hopes the money will 
be available shortly after Congress 
adjourns next spring. Eventually 
there are to be three batteries of 
guns—the two big rifies, a battery of 
eight mortars and a battery of three 
or six-inch guns. The total cost of 
the fortifications, according to «plans 
now drawn, will be about $3,000,000. 

During his inspection of the site yes- 
terday, Gen. Weaver mapped out the 
location of the batteries end all the 
necessary butidings and quarters. It 
is probable that the garrison required 
to man the two big rifies will be quar- 
tered in tents at first until such time 
as another appropriation can be se- 
cured to construct barracks. Even- 
tually four companies of artillery, 
each containing 109 men, will be 
quartered at the fortification. — 

Gen. Weaver arrived in the city at 
10 o'clock in the morning, having 
come directly from San Francisco, 
where he inspected the fortifications. 
He was iramediately taken to Point 
Firmin by Lieut.-Col. McKinstry: and 
Congressman Stephens.

F INSTRUCTIONS given the 
jury yesterday by Judge Dool- 
ing in the Antelope Valley 
cattle case, Butterworth versus 
Hicks, stand as a correct interpreta- 
tion of the law the cattlemen of Los 
Angeles county may be compelled to 
xo out of business.

VENTURA, Oct. 14.— According to 
reports recéived yesterday from the 
camp of surveyors now lining out the 
Maricopa-Ventura roadway, through 
the mountain section of this county, 
the road, so far as work has pro- 
gressed, is entirely feasible and can 
be built easily and. inexpensively. 

Sol N. Sheridan, who is one of the 
road viewers, writes from camp at 
Pine Mountain that thus far eleven 
miles of road have been surveyed from 
the Kern county line, and that the 
cost of this eleven miles will average 
no more than $2000 per mile. This 
price will include the building of a 
bridge over the Cuyama 415.05 feet in 
length. At no place will the grade 
exceed § per cent and this along 
Pine Mountain ridge. The road will 
cross Pine Mountain at an elevation 
of 6000 feet. Going down into the 
Sespe the road will come down the 
south side of Pine Mountain and strike 
a ridge running down opposite the 
entrance to Cherry Canyon and across 
the Sespe at a very narrow point in 
that stream. The road down from 
Pine Mountain will be through earth 
and broken rock making easycon- 
struction and not expensive. All told 
the road will be really a mountain 
ridge road ahd the view from some 
of the high places will be such as 
not to be found in all the world for 
scenic grandeur... Asweep of forty 
miles may be had with the eye fro 
some of the elevations

Gale, a special investigator 
for the United States Geological Sur- 
vey, sent West from Washington 
me months ago for the specific pur- 
of officially testing the quality 
and quantity of potash  lecated at 
Searle's Lake, yesterday returned to 
Los Angeles to complete his report. 
'Summarized, his observations indi- 
cate that Southern California is rich 
in the vaiueble commodity—so_ rich 
that for years to come the whole na- 
tion will find here an inexhaustible 
supply. 
This means that the German potash 
“trust’’—which has practically held 
up the- American fertilizer manufac- 
turers and which received the at- 
tempte of Presidept Taft and Con- 
gress to have the prices reduced with 
a laugh—is to be taught the story of 
the man who laughs last. 
Head it not been that this company, 
known as the Kali syndicate, sent the 
prices of potash sky-high the United 
States would not* have been compelled 
to sound the country over for a pos- 
sible domestic field, and the many 
millions of dollars that have annually 
been spent by American manufac- 
turers tn Germany would continue to 
pour into German coffers. 
As it is, however, American manu- 
facturers of fertilizer—who handle 
potash—brought the 
matter to the attention of Federal 
authorities. Mr. Taft and Congress 
took a hand, heavy appropriations 
were made to enable careful research 
here, within a twelvemonth or 
less Germany's potash concern will 
probably find itself about $26,000,000 
poorer annually. 
For two years or more the search 
for potash in the United States has 
quietly been carried on by the Geolo- 
gical Survey. Some months ago Gale 
came through Los Angeles on his 
way to the desert and it was then 
learned that the government's chief 
hope rested in his mission. 
Gale went to Searles Lake, where 
evidences of potash had been . found. 
Upon his return from the desert 
yesterday it became known for the 
first time what a wealth’of potash 
really lies in that vicinity. And it is 
just as good, if not better, he says, 
than the German product, aithough 
of a kind which requires the develop- 
ment of a new precess of extraction. 
But this process has already been 
nearly perfected, and is now being 
used in experiments on Searles Lake. 

German brine contains about 10 
per cent. of potasium chloride, or, 
rather, that conglomeration from 
which the potash is taken does. So 
does the Searles potash brine. It is 
just as rich, just as commercially val- 
uable, as that Germany has been sup- 
plying. 

In one bed at Searles Lake there 
are eleven square miless of it, and 
already forty wellea have been sunk 
there. The potash brine is being 
touched every heap at a depth of 
seventy feet. 

Gale has been operating just north- 
West of San Bernardino, also, but 
what he found in that section he as 
yet refuses to divulge. He says his 
work there is not yet completed. 

Gale stated last night that the 
Searles Lake supply will not diminish 
for many years, if at all, and that if 
it does begin to disappear potash will 
be found elsewhere in Southern Cal- 
ifornia.
